itnto. Vory naturally tho first question 
asked him was about the navel orange, 
tho choicest orange raised there, and lor 
which tLore is a shurp eastern demand. 
The crop promises to be large this year, 
Uavintt escaped tboOutoborlrostg, which, 
in 1881, did great damage. The orange 
ecalo, which was so destructive to orange 
trees, ia fast disappearing. Mr. Gill 
does not attribute tho freedom GO much 
to tho imported lady bug us to tho fact 
that whore ornngas are uant to market 
they are mupzctcd, and If BCQ!O ia found 
upon them thny are returned to tho ship- 
p«r, who is compelled to destroy them. 
Fifteen bund rod acres of nuw laud have, 
been set out in navel orange trees on tho 
footlitila of Frcuao county, uud oCCO in 
the Ban Jonquin , valley, tho foremost 
fruit growing volley in the state. In 
Santa Barbara and Fresno counties much 
attention is given to dates. In Fresno 
county 803 acres are devoted to olives; 
in Santa Barbara ItitiO to 1700 acres, and 
other counties have an nvernjra which 
swells the aggregate to about 40CO acres 
this year. 


Grapes are an abundant crop. The 


best table grapes grow nlonu tho foothills 
of the Sierra Nevada. The best grape 
for tho table is the Fleming Tokny. 
The Concord i^rape, which is BO popnlar 
hero, receives but little attention in Oali- 
tornia, Larso tracts ol laud are eot out 
in raisin grapes—tho muaeat and mus- 
catel. Tho greatest grapa industry in 
the world is centered around Fresno 
city, where 05,003 acres nre in bearing 
raiein grapes. The greatest individual 
producer ol the raisin grape ia A. B. 
Butler ol Fresno city—(iSOacroa. 


Mr. Gill ia of tha opinion that Califor- 


nia IB destined to lead all the world for 
the quality of its wines. They nre put 
np in packages pure, which cannot bo 
said of many of tha imported wined, and 
so far es the making is concerned, In no 
section ot the world can more expert 
wine makers be found. Take California 
wines of equal age with European and 
they sre in every way as good. Tho del- 
icate flavor of California made wines is 
becoming well known in this country as 
well as Europe.

Now, nil growers agree in thia—that 
tfb ani too maiir middle men between 
e producers and consumers of raisins, 
id that our products are being reban- 
ed too many times by such middle- 
en, who thereby are reaping: A rich 
irveat of profiit which, added to the 
iginal C0;l of proilucliun,*.ehipping, 
t,., makoa oor raiains too dear for uan- 
al consumption by tho common peo- 
e, hoaco tha Roneral ^lutttcg of tlie 
iein mfcrketan.d poor prices to tho pro- 
ucers. 
To ovorcomo this there is no other 
itnoijy possible than to do away with a 
•eat many of the BO rehandlingB, and 
eo dispense with the expan&ive Hervico 
these greedy uaeteru midd e men, and 


loreby lower tho price of the raisins to 
ae coneumere, eo aa to enable them to 
urohneo and rontinino the same in 
astly increneed. quantities. This will 
reato a great demand for our raiains at 
ood prices. 
Individuals or independent packing 
ompanies cannot-'accomplish the ob- 
ct go essential to their protection and 
rosperity in their present situation, but 
can very readily and practically be ac- 
impliahed by nniletl .action on tbeir 
art. For instance, let nil growers, or a 
erv large majority of them, combine 
nd establish distribution depots nt say 
ew York, Ohicauo, New Orleans, St. 
anl, Omaha, Portland, 0(., ond in 
,her large cities, and ahip their raisina 
,j each warehouses. A reasonable re- 
all price should be stamped upon every 
ackage and pack, and jileo tbe inepect- 
r's guarantee that the contents are as 
ie brand represents. 
As far as practicable all raiaina should 
o aold only to retailers, consumers and 


factor!w, but neier to apoculaton or 
gamblers in produce. 


Of couree, m order to enable retailers 


to make a prottt tbo raleina would bave 
to bo Bold to thorn at a price lower than 
tbe retail price otamped on the packages. 
There should be au eastern manager 


of thetfo bouses, who Bhould have nec- 
essary «eBietnuts; and all Bhipments 
eaet should bo Koverned by hitn in their 
diitribution. 


A Calilornia, or home manager, should 


manage the bueiuoos in this etate, and 
these two managers ehould be in con- 
utaut teleKraphic communication with 
each other, but these managers and all 
tue afl'aira of the union should be tinder 
the control of a bon^d ol directora chosen 
by tho members of thy association. 


A union of this kind cuo do away with 


wholesalers, commission mon, jobbers, 
speculators, pamblora nnd with-pthor uu- 
nocefieflry midd lemon—only utiliRing re- 
tailers to Stand between tho producers 
and consumers—and tho many rolmnd- 
lini; of tho raisins would also bo duoo 
away with, all ot which would im- 
mensely reduce tho cost of tho raisina to 
the cousumers, and also at the same 
time bring much higher prices to the 
growers. 
Tho above is only a very rough out- 


line of one of the writer's plans, and, if 
put in operation by a union of the grow- 
era would certainly bring protection and 
prosperity to us all, depending for sup- 
port upon the raisin industry.
